PHYSICAL  FEATURES 


AND  GENERAL  CHARACTER  OF  DISTRICT. 


The  Urban  District  of  Wheatley  is  situated  to  the  north  of  the  Borough  of  Doncaster. 
It  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  parish  of  Bentley-with-Arksey,  on  the  south  by  Doncaster,  and 
on  the  east  by  the  parish  of  Kirk  Sandall. 

The  district  is  purely  residential.  No  industries  of  any  importance  exist,  the  majority  of 
the  inhabitants  finding  employment  in  Doncaster.  Of  the  1,284  acres  forming  the  parish,  the  built- 
upon  area,  enclosed  by  Thorne  Road,  Broxholme  Lane,  Wheatley  Lane,  Morley  Road,  and 
Axholme  Road,  amounts  to  about  90  acres.  The  area  ol  the  district  (exclusive  of  area  covered  by 
water)  is  1,276  acres. 


THE  GEOLOGICAL  FORMATION 

Of  the  subsoil  throughout  is  of  sand  and  gravel,  which  renders  the  foundation  of  the 
houses  nearly  always  dry.  The  highest  surface  level  is  about  79  feet  above  the  Ordnance  Datum, 
and  the  lowest  is  34,  near  the  river  Don. 


POPULATION  (5,048). 

Thn  estimated  population  of  Wheatley  at  the  middle  of  1909  was  5,048.  The  total  popula¬ 
tion  at  the  Census  taken  in  1901  was  found  to  be  3,579,  so  that  there  is  an  estimated  increase 
within  the  district  of  1,467  persons. 

This  increase,  considerable  as  it  is,  will  probably  be  found,  when  the  next  Census  is 
taken  in  1911,  to  be  rather  under  than  over-estimated. 


DEATH-RATE  (1L2). 

The  Death-rate  for  the  past  year,  calculated  upon  the  above  estimate  of  population, 
is  11*2.  The  average  for  the  preceding  ten  years  is  12  per  1,000.  The  highest  and  lowest 
mortality  rates  being  1 5*2  in  1906,  and  8’6  in  1908.  The  total  number  of  deaths  which  occurred 
within  the  year  was  52,  yielding  a  gross  Death-rate  of  1 0'3,  but  to  this  number  there  has  to  be 
added  5  deaths  of  residents  occurring  in  public  institutions  beyond  the  district,  making  the  total 
number  of  deaths  belonging  to  Wheatley  57,  and  yielding  the  nett  Death-rate  of  11*2.  This 
Death-rate,  when  compared  with  that  of  England  and  Wales  (14*5),  cannot  be  regarded  as 
otherwise  than  most  satisfactory.

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BIRTH-RATE  (263). 

One  hundred  and  thirty-three  Births  were  registered  during  1909,  as  compared  with  an 
average  number  of  118  during  the  preceding  ten  years.  The  Birth-rate  for  the  past  year  is 
26'3.  This  marks  a  heavy  decline  on  the  ten  years’  average  of  29.  The  highest  and  lowest 
Birth-rates  being  34-5  in  1900,  and  the  lowest  25'4  in  1908.  The  rate,  low  as  it  appears,  is  still 
higher  than  that  of  England  and  Wales,  which  is  25'6.  This  figure  is,  however,  the  lowest  ever 
recorded.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY  RATE  (128). 

Seventeen  deaths  of  infants  under  twelve  months  of  age  were  registered  during  1909, 
and  this  yields  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  128  per  1,000  births.  This  return  is  somewhat 
below  the  average  of  the  previous  ten  years,  which  equals  136,  but  is  considerably  above  some 
of  the  previous  10  years.  The  lowest  recorded  rates  being  47  in  1901,  97  in  1908,  and  103  in  1904. 
Much  higher  rates  have  been  recorded  :  187  in  1900,  171  in  1901,  and  142  in  1903.  This  year’s 
rate  is  not  very  satisfactory  when  compared  with  that  of  England  and  Wales,  which  is  only 
109.  Certainly  that  figure  marks  a  record,  but  in  a  district  like  Wheatley  one  expects  a  much 
lower  return  than  for  the  country  generally.

In  Fable  V.  in  the  Appendix,  full  particulars  are  given  of  the  causes  and  ages  at  death 
of  the  17  infants  who  died  within  the  district  during  the  past  twelve  months.  From  the  Table 

it  will  be  seen  that  3  were  under  one  week  in  age  at  death,  and  1  was  under  three  weeks.  The 

deaths  ol  these  were  ascribed  to  (2)  premature  birth,  (1)  debility,  and  (1)  pneumonia.  Of  the 
13  others,  death  occurred  at  one  month  in  1  case,  at  two  in  3,  one  at  4,  one  at  5,  two  at  6, 

two  at  7,  and  the  other  three  cases  at  9,  10,  and  11  months  respectively.  The  deaths  were 

due  to  Diphtheria  (1),  Whooping  Cough  (1),  Enteritis  (2),  Gastritis  (1), '  Debility  (2),  Tubercu¬ 
lous  Peritonitis  (1),  Convulsions  (2),  and  Other  Causes  (3). 


Of  the  17  deaths,  16  were  of  legitimate,  and  1  of  illegitimate,  children. 


ZYMOTIC  DEATH-RATE  (L9). 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases  was  10,  equal  to  a  rate  of  T9  per  1,000. 
Ihe  deaths  included  3  from  diphtheria,  3  from  epidemic  influenza,  2  from  whooping  cough,  and 
1  each  from  scarlet  fever  and  diarrhoea. 


The  rate  is  a  popular  but  very  unsafe  standard  of  the  health  of  a  community,  as  it  is 
liable  to  great  fluctuation  according  to  the  epidemic  prevalence  of  one  or  other  of  the  diseases 
mentioned.  It  may,  however,  be  safely  held  that  a  high  death-rate  from  Enteric  Fever,  Diph¬ 
theria,  or  Diarrhoea  implies  a  defective  sanitary  state,  if  accidental  or  temporary  causes,  such 
as  climatic  conditions,  or  accidental  contaminations  of  milk  or  water,  can  be  excluded. 

The  rate  for  1908  was  102,  and  in  1907  it  was  L5.

TUBERCULAR  DEATH-RATE  (078). 

Four  deaths  were  registered  as  being  due  to  Tubercular  Diseases,  3  of  which  were  due 
to  Phthisis  (Pulmonary  Tuberculosis)  and  one  to  other  Tubercular  Diseases.  The  Tubercular 
Death-rate  for  the  past  twelve  months  was  0  78  per  1,000,  in  contrast  with  P4  per  1,000  in  1908 
and  P3  in  1907. 

Of  the  3  deaths  which  were  caused  by  Phthisis,  1  was  between  15  and  25  years  of  age 
and  2  in  adults  between  25  and  65. 


VOLUNTARY  NOTIFICATION  OF  PHTHISIS. 

(Consumption  of  the  Lungs). 

The  Voluntary  Notification  of  Phthisis  came  into  force  in  this  District  on  January 
1st,  1903,  the  notification  being  confined  to  cases  of  Tubercular  Disease  of  the  Lungs.  For 
such  information  the  customary  notification  fee  is  paid,  and,  in  order  to  obviate  any  difficulty 
which  might  arise  over  questions  of  diagnosis,  the  presence  of  Tubercular  Baccilli  in  the  sputum, 
as  determined  by  Bacteriological  Examinations,  is  the  basis  of  such  notification.  For  such  exam¬ 
ination  the  County  Council  Authority  provides  facilities  free  of  charge  to  all  practitioners. 

One  case  of  the  disease  was  notified  during  the  year.  On  receipt  of  the  notification, 
the  house  is  visited  and  inspected,  and  necessary  measures  of  disinfection  or  other  precautions 
ascertained.  As  the  utmost  pains  are  taken  to  act  in  agreement  with  the  notifying  practitioner, 
and  as  the  examination  of  the  house,  surroundings,  etc.,  cannot  but  act  in  the  patient’s  benefit, 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  much  more  active  response  will  be  made  to  the  Council’s  request  to 
practitioners  to  notify  the  disease. 


SANATORIUM  TREATMENT  FOR  CONSUMPTIVE  PATIENTS. 

The  Urban  District  have,  along  with  Balby  -  with  -  Hexthorpe,  an  agreement 
with  the  Borough  of  Doncaster,  giving  them  the  use  of  the  Small-pox  Hospital  at  Balby  on 
certain  terms.  The  buildings  are  well  constructed,  large  and  airy,  and  pleasantly  situated.  They 
consist  of  two  large  administrative  blocks,  with  separate  house  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
caretaker  and  matron.  In  1908  it  was  agreed  that  consumptive  patients  should  be  admitted  to 
one  of  the  administrative  blocks  of  Balby  Hospital,  the  second  being  kept  in  readiness  for  the 
reception  of  small-pox  patients,  and  that  the  Councils  should  pay  the  permanent  charges  of  the 
Hospital  in  their  usual  proportions,  the  patients  to  pay  such  charges  as  would  cover  their  main¬ 
tenance.  That  facilities  for  the  fresh-air  treatment  of  the  disease  were  afforded  was  made  public 
in  the  Press  and  by  circular  letter  to  all  the  medical  practitioners  in  the  district. 

During  the  past  year  3  cases  of  Consumption  were  treated  in  the  Hospital.  Of  these 
two  came  from  Wheatley,  and  both  are  reported  to  have  made  satisfactory  progress. 


COMPULSORY  NOTIFICATION  OF  CONSUMPTION. 

It  is  now  compulsory  that  all  cases  of  Phthisis  (Consumption  of  the  Lungs)  occurring 
within  the  practice  of  Poor  Law  Medical  Officers  be  notified  to  the  Sanitary  Authority  ;  but 
during  the  year  no  cases  have  been  reported  in  your  district. 


DEATHS  FROM  OTHER  CAUSES. 

Of  deaths  from  other  causes,  3  were  due  to  Cancer.  As  was  to  be  expected,  they 
occurred  in  persons  of  middle  age,  2  being  of  the  age  of  65  and  upwards  and  1  under  65.  In 
1908,  4  died  from  Cancer  ;  in  1907,  6  ;  1906,  6  ;  1905,  6. 

Heart  Diseases  were  accountable  for  5  deaths,  all  of  which  were  of  persons  of  over  25 
years  of  age.  Pneumonia  had  5  deaths,  at  varying  ages  of  life.  No  Suicides  were  registered 
during  the  past  twelve  months,  and  no  deaths  were  ascribed  to  Alcoholism.  One  fatal  case  of 
Accident  occurred  to  a  child  of  under  five  years  of  age. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

During  1909,  37  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  notified  by  medical  practitioners,  under 
the  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act.  During  1908,  22  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were 
notified  ;  in  1907,  16  cases  were  notified  ;  in  1906,  15  cases;  in  1905,  19;  in  1904,  17  ;  in  1903,  12; 
and  in  1902,  32.  For  the  sake  of  comparison,  the  following  table  is  appended  :  —

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The  Remarks  on  the  different  types  of  Infectious  Diseases  are  as  follows  :  — 

DIPHTHERIA  (19  CASES). 

Of  the  37  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  during  the  past  year,  19  were  of  Diph¬ 
theria.  In  no  previous  year  has  double  figures  been  recorded,  the  highest  number  of  cases 
having  been  8  in  1908  and  6  in  1903.  The  returns  have  fallen  as  low  as  0  in  1907  and  2  in  1905. 
This  year’s  report  is  therefore  exceedingly  disappointing  so  far  as  this  disease  is  concerned.  The 
ages  of  attack  were  one  under  1  year  of  age,  five  under  5,  eleven  between  5  and  15,  one  under 
25,  and  one  about  that  age.  Of  the  19  cases,  9  were  removed  to  Hospital.  Very  thorough  in¬ 
vestigation  was  made  into  all  the  cases.  Several  of  the  attacks  occurred  in  one  street,  and  in 
this  instance  the  Council  had  the  sewer  opened  and  examined.  The  joints  were  found  satis¬ 
factory,  but  it  required  flushing.  This  was  done.  The  disease  has  been  comparatively  mild  in 
type,  in  the  great  majority  of  cases,  and  doubtless  a  few  have  escaped  observation,  with  the 
possibility  of  infection  being  spread  to  others  in  some  instances.  Very  few  insanitary  condi¬ 
tions  were  found  in  the  affected  homes.  Although  most  of  the  children  attended  the  same  school 
it  did  not  appear  to  be  a  centre  of  affection.  I  he  milk  supplies  were  free  from  suspicion, 
nifferent  sources  of  supply  being  drawn  upon  in  many  of  the  cases.  The  water  supply  is  obtained 
lrom  the  Corporation  of  Doncaster,  and  that  Authority  had  chemical  analyses  of  the  water  done, 
with  the  result  that  the  water  was  certified  to  be  wholesome.  The  bacteriological  examinations 
revealed  the  presence  of  no  disease  producing  organisms. 

It  will  be  a  matter  for  congratulation  when  the  filter  beds,  which,  I  understand,  are 
being  actively  proceeded  with,  are  ready  to  deal  with  the  sources  of  supply  the  Corporation  of 
Doncaster  has  recently  acquired,  if  for  no  other  reason  than  to  render  the  water  somewhat  more 
palatable  in  appearance. 


SCARLET  FEVER  (15  CASES). 

Scarlet  Fever  also  shows  an  increased  number  of  cases,  15  having  been  notified.  The 
number  is,  however,  not  greatly  in  excess  over  previous  years.  Nearly  all  the  cases  occurred  in 
school  life,  six  being  of  under  5  years  of  age,  and  nine  under  15.  Of  the  total  number,  nine 
were  removed  to  Carr  House  Hospital  for  treatment. 

Cases  of  this  disease  have  been  practically  uniformly  of  the  extremely  mild  type  pre¬ 
valent  during  the  past  few  years,  so  mild  in  type  that  many  of  the  children  are  not  aware  they 
are  “  ill,  a  faint  rash  being  alone  indicative  of  the  disease.  It  may  readily  escape  observation, 
and,  I  believe,  in  quite  a  number  of  cases,  actually  does  so,  until  the  period  of  “skinning” 
(desquammation)  sets  in,  and  thus  arouses  suspicion.  Infection  of  others  under  such  circum¬ 
stances  is  thus  extremely  likely  to  occur,  and  the  difficulty  of  prevention  becomes  apparent  to 
everyone. 


ENTERIC  FEVER. 

A  bright  spot  in  the  Infectious  Disease  returns  is  the  total  freedom  Wheatley  has  ex- 
peiienced  during  the  past  year  of  cases  of  Enteric  or  lyphoid  Fever.  Certainly  its  record  in  this  re¬ 
spect  has  generally  been  satisfactory,  for  we  have  had  only  two  cases  of  the  disease  in  our  midst 
within  the  past  five  years,  no  cases  of  its  being  notified  in  1905-06,  and  one  case  in  each  of  the 
years  1907-08.  It  is  to  be  hoped  this  satisfactory  condition  may  continue,  but  I  would  point 
out  that  this  largely  depends  upon  “  satisfactory  scavenging,”  and  I  am  afraid  during  the  latter 
months  ol  the  year  this  was  not  all  the  Council  desired.  The  matter  has  their  special  attention, 
and  I  am  sure  great  improvement  will  manifest  itself  in  the  immediate  future. 


ERYSIPELAS  (3  CASES). 

Of  Erysipelas,  there  were  three  cases  notified,  which  is  about  the  average  number 
yearly  recorded.  Two  occurred  in  adults,  and  the  third  in  a  young  person  of  school  age. 

The  houses  in  all  cases  of  this  disease  are  carefully  inspected. 


PUERPERAL  FEVER  (0  CASES). 

I  his  disease  is  absent  from  last  year’s  returns.  In  1908  one  was  notified,  the  first 
tor  many  years. 


ISOLATION  AND  DISINFECTION. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Corporation  of  Doncaster,  the  Urban  District  of  Wheatley 
has  the  right  to  have  the  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  treated  in  either  of  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospitals  belonging  to  the  former  body.  The  Hospitals  embrace  an  excellent  Small-pox 
Hospital,  modern  in  construction,  and  thoroughly  complete,  at  Balby  ;  and  Carr  House  Hospital 
lor  the  isolation  of  the  common  types  of  Infectious  Disease.  The  Carr  House  Hospital  is 
situated  just  outside  the  Borough,  in  the  district  of  Carr  House  and  Elmfield.  The  Hospital 
was  formerly  an  old  residential  house,  the  construction  of  which  renders  it  somewhat  difficult 
and  mostly  to  work.  When  only  a  comparatively  few  cases  are  being  isolated,  it  makes  a  very 
suitable  hospital,  but,  when  fully  occupied,  its  faults  are  at  once  rendered  fully  apparent 
Considerable  improvements  have  been  made  at  Carr  House  during  the  year  The  typhoid 
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fever  block,  which  is  apart  from  the  main  building,  is  a  very  useful  and  compact  little  structure. 
The  accommodation  for  diphtheria  patients  has  been  found  insufficient  on  several  occasions, 
and  I  recommended  the  Corporation  of  Doncaster  to  provide  a  new  block  tor  this  disease,  setting 
apart  the  present  diphtheria  wards  for  cases  of  scarlet  fever.  Plans  were  prepared,  but  upon  a 
visit  from  an  Inspecting  Committee  it  was  found  possible  to  considerably  augment  the  accom¬ 
modation  by  certain  structural  alterations.  This  work  is  presently  being  carried  out,  and  will 
afford  the  increased  accommodation  required  at  comparatively  little  cost. 

Wheatley  took  large  advantage  of  its  power  of  removing  infectious  cases  to  this 
Hospital,  18  out  of  the  37  cases  of  infectious  disease  going  to  Hospital,  or  slightly  under  50  per 
cent,  of  the  whole.  In  1908,  10  out  of  the  22  cases  of  infectious  disease  went  to  Hospital,  or  45 
per  cent,  of  the  whole.  In  1907,  8  out  of  the  16  cases  of  infectious  disease  went  to  Hospital, 
or  50  per  cent,  of  the  whole.  In  1906,  of  15  cases,  7  were  treated  there,  or  40  per  cent,  of  the 
whole.  In  1905,  out  of  the  19  cases  reported,  9  (47  per  cent.)  were  removed  to  Hospital.  In 
1904,  8  out  of  17  (47  per  cent.)  cases  were  treated  in  Hospital.  In  1903,  the  same  number  was 
removed,  but  the  proportion  of  removals  to  cases  of  infectious  disease  was,  however,  consider¬ 
ably  higher,  being  67'5  per  cent.  ;  while  in  1902  the  percentage  was  no  higher  than  35.  Of 
the  18  cases  treated  in  Carr  House  during  the  past  twelve  months  from  your  district,  9  were 
of  Scarlet  Fever  and  9  of  Diphtheria. 


SURVEYOR  AND  SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT  FOR  THE 

YEAR  1909. 


TO  THE  CHAIRMAN 


AND  COUNCILLORS  OF  THE  WHEATLEY  URBAN  DISTRICT 
COUNCIL. 


Gentlemen, — 

In  submitting  my  lenth  Annual  Report,  I  am  pleased  to  record  a  steady  growth  of  the 

District. 


The  building  development  during  the  past  year  has  been  chiefly  in  the  direction  of  houses 
of  a  good  residential  character. 

The  Parish  covers  an  area  of  1284  acres,  of  which  about  90  acres  is  either  built  upon 
or  laid  out  for  building  purposes. 


ROADS. 


MAIN  ROAD. 

1  he  Main  Road  (Doncaster  to  Thorne)  is  93  chains  long.  For  the  purposes  of  main¬ 
tenance,  this  length  is  divided  into  sections,  one  section  being  dealt  with  each  year. 

1  his  season  a  length  ol  200  yards  has  been  taken  in  hand  and  re-coated,  200  tons  of 
granite  being  used,  as  against  170  tons  in  1908,  and  an  average  of  153  tons  for  the  past  nine 
years.  Patching  has  also  been  carried  out  where  required. 


DISTRICT  ROADS. 

Armthorpe  Lane,  for  a  long  length  at  the  1  home  Road  end,  has  been  repaired,  the  ruts 
being  filled  in  and  steam-rolled. 

Within  the  built-upon  portion  of  the  District,  Beckett  Road,  for  a  length  of  190  yards, 
has  been  re-coated,  57  tons  of  granite  being  used  for  the  purpose,  and  steam  rolled.  The  other 
roads  have  been  generally  maintained. 

f  he  B01  ough  Surveyor  s  attention  having  been  called  to  the  dangerous  condition  of  the 
1  ramway  Setts  in  King’s  Road,  he  had  them  taken  up  and  re-laid  level  with  the  tramway  lines. 

FOOTPATHS. 


OUTLYING  DISTRICT. 

1  he  Main  Road  hootpath  has  received  particular  attention. 
Boundary  to  Armthorpe  Lane  the  surface  has  been  re-made  with  clinker 
to  being  coated  with  gravel.  This  has  been  a  much-needed  work,  and 
satisfaction. 


From  the  Borough 
and  rolled  preparatory 
has  given  considerable 


Three  new  Park  Seats,  provided  by  the  Council,  have  been  fixed  in  selected  positions 
along  the  Main  Road.

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RESIDENTIAL  DISTRICT. 

Within  the  residential  portion  of  the  District,  repairs  have  been  executed  to  the  foot¬ 
paths,  and  the  surface  in  many  cases  has  also  been  tar-washed.

In  Cranbrook  Road  (not  yet  taken  over  by  the  Council)  the  footpaths  had  become  much 
in  need  of  repair.  The  owners  of  the  property  were  notified,  and  they  took  steps  to  repair  the 
defects. 

With  reference  to  new  footpaths  generally,  the  Council  have  approved  the  use  of  Patent 
Concrete  Paving  2-J-  inches  thick.  A  length  of  30  yards  has  already  been  laid  in  Axholme  Road  ; 
also  further  lengths  in  St.  Vincent  Road  and  Broxholme  Lane. 


PRIVATE  STREET  WORKS. 

Plans  and  specifications  have  been  prepared  for  the  forming,  drainage,  channelling  and 
paving  of  the  Back  Roads,  viz.  : — 

Between  Baxter  Avenue  and  Queen’s  Road. 

Between  St.  Mary’s  Road  and  Charles  Street. 

And  these  roads  will  be  taken  in  hand  during  1910.

I  wo  new  Gas  Lamps  with  incandescent  burners  have  been  fixed  in  Axholme  Road, 
making  a  total  of  87  Public  Lamps  in  the  District  at  the  end  of  1909. 

The  whole  of  the  Lamps  in  the  District  have  been  inspected,  and  where  numbers  were 
found  to  be  missing  they  were  notified  to  the  Gas  Manager  for  renewal.

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Eighty-six  inspections  have  been  made  in  connection  with  New  Buildings  in  course  of 
construction.  "  In  two  cases,  alterations  in  connection  with  houses  being  erected  have  been 
notified  and  dealt  with  by  the  Council. 


SEWERS  AND  DRAINS. 

The  Sewers  throughout  the  District  have  been  well  maintained,  and  flushed  at  intervals. 

The  9"  existing  Sewer  in  the  Back  Road  beyond  Axholme  Road,  has  been  extended  a 
length  of  144  yards  with  two  Inspection  Chambers. 

Three  Private  House  Drains  reported  blocked  were  at  once  inspected  and  cleared. 

Nine  Ventilation  Shafts  to  Water  Closets  not  carried  up  to  a  sufficient  height  were 
notified  to  the  owners,  and  were  lengthened. 

The  9"  Sewer  in  the  Back  Road  between  Wheatley  Lane  and  Cranbrook  Road,  not  being- 
in  a  satisfactory  condition,  and  liable  to  partial  blocking,  has  been  opened  out,  examined  and 
thoroughly  cleared  and  flushed  throughout.  Since  this  was  done  there  has  been  no  complaint 
as  to  this  Sewer. 

This  Sewer  was  constructed  before  the  Urban  District  Council  came  into  office. 

Ninety-one  Inspections  have  been  made  in  connection  with  Sewers  and  House  Drains, 
compared  with  99  during  1908,  and  an  average  of  72  for  the  past  seven  years. 


SCAVENGING. 

1,910  Inspections  have  been  made  in  connection  with  the  Scavenging  Contract,  against 
1,083  in  the  previous  year. 

748  Special  Inspections  have  also  been  made,  against  98  the  previous  year. 

66  Notifications  wrere  made  to  the  Contractors,  against  31  in  1908. 

There  have  been  no  Privies  constructed  during  the  Council’s  existence. 

During  the  past  year  one  existing  Privy  has  been  replaced  by  a  Water  Closet,  making 
a  total  of  31  during  the  past  10  years.  During  the  same  period  32  Water  Closets  have  been 
substituted  where  Privies  were  proposed  by  the  owners,  at  the  special  request  of  the  Council. 

Twenty-six  Ashpits  were  specially  notified,  emptied,  and  limewashed  after  infectious 
diseases  had  occurred. 


TREE  LOPPING. 

Tree  and  Shrub  Lopping  and  1  rimming  has  been  done  in  the  District,  and  notifications 
made  to  householders  have  been  generally  attended  to. 


DOOR  NUMBERING. 

The  numbering  of  New  Houses  has  been  carried  on  as  the  buildings  were  completed. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Forty-one  cases  of  Notifiable  Diseases,  against  29  in  1908,  have  been  inspected  and 
detail  reports  thereon  furnished  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  In  each  case  disinfectants 
were  supplied  and  the  drains  disinfected  and  flushed  out.

Three  Notifications  of  sanitary  defects  were  sent  to  the  owners  of  the  houses  and 
remedied. 
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A  special  interview  was  arranged  in  connection  with  a  case  of  possible  Cholera  contact 
from  Rotterdam,  and  a  report  thereon  furnished  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

A  special  inspection  was  made  in  connection  with  the  Beckett  Road  School  Extension, 
the  excavations  disclosing  former  refuse  tipping.  I  was  able  to  report  that  in  excavating 
practically  the  whole  of  the  tipped  material  would  be  removed. 

Much  dissatisfaction  has  been  expressed  during  the  past  year  with  the  condition  of  the 
Water  Supply,  which  has  been  not  only  turbid  but  contained  fine  sedimentary  deposit.  I  have 
reason  to  believe  this  state  of  things  will  be  much  improved  during  the  ensuing  year. 


DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

One  additional  Cowkeeper  has  been  registered  during  the  year,  making  three  on  the 

books. 

Several  inspections  have  been  made,  including  one  private  Cowshed,  and  all  instructions 
given  have  been  carried  out. 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT. 

Two  lists  of  Outworkers  containing  six  names  have  been  received.

A  small  laundry 
business  is  in  operation  at  No.  25,  King’s  Road. 

The  finance  and  other  books  in  connection  with  the  Surveyor’s  Department  have  been 
kept  in  order  and  found  satisfactory  when  presented  at  the  Audits.
